The Account I give of the Affair of Set- 
tling a Church of England Miniſter at 
Legborn (in which he had ſo great a 
Share) was given me by him, many 
Years ago. of 
This does not pretend to give an eu- 
act and full Account of the Life of Bi- 
ſhop Kennett. I have not Materials, 
nor am I at all qualify d for ſuch an Un- 
dertaking. What is here offer d will, I 
hope, be ſufficient to ſhew my grateful 
Reſpects to his Memory, who was the 
kind Director and Encourager of my 
Studies; and by whoſe Advice, Aft 
ſtance, and Recommendation of me to 
a moſt eminent and learned Prelate, I 
was admitted into a Profeſſion ſo ho- 
nourable1 in itſelf, and to my Inclinations, | 
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Studies, and Courſe of Life, every way 
ſo agreeable. It will, I hope alſo, ſerve, 
not only to-give ſome Entertainment, if 
not Satisfaction to the curious and in- 
quiſitive Reader, but to do ſome little 
Good in the World, (the great End we 
ought to aim at, in all our Undertakings) 
by exciting others to an Imitation of 
whatever was commendable or excels 
lent in him. He had his Imperfections, 
and Infirmities, no doubt; but they 
were abundantly aton'd for, by many 
great and excellent Virtues ; and ſuch, 
as ſhou'd, in an eſpecial Manner, have 
recommended him to the Eſteem and 
Love of Mankind. He was of a very 
communicative and publick Spirit ; 
wou'd ſubmit to any Trouble or Fatigue 


to ſerve a Friend, the Publick, or Poſte- 


rity. He was a Father and true Friend 
of the Church; and tho he utterly diſ- 
lik d the Way of Separation, yet he ex- 
preſs d great Charity and Moderation 


towards thoſe who are ſo unhappy as to 


differ from us. He was a Patriot and

hearty Lover of his Country; a Champion 
and faithful Aſſertor of the Proteſtant 
Religion; and (what it depends upon 
in this Kingdom) the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion. In ſhort, his Life, in all the prin- 
cipal Paſſages and Occurrences of it, 
was ſuch, as will well bear a Review, 
and be ſome Example to Mankind in 
the ſeveral Characters and Stations he 
paſs'd thro', and ſuſtain d.

E was born in the Pariſh of 
St. Mary, in the Town of Do- 
ver in Kent, Auguſt 10, 1660, 
being the Son of a worthy 

: Clergyman, Mr. Bafil Kennett, 
M. A. of the Univerſity of Dublin, Rector of 
Dimchurch, and Vicar of Poſtling, near Hythe, 
in the ſame County; who was alſo poſſeſs d of 
the fine Cure of Orgaſwick, near adjoining. 
His Mother was Mary the eldeſt Daughter of 
Mr. Thomas White, a wealchy Magiſtrate, in

_ then flouriſhing Town of Dover, who bad 
been a Maſter Shipwright, or Builder of Ships 
and after the Reſtauration was empley d by 
the Government, in that Way *. From this 
his Grandfather, who was his Godfather like- 
wiſe, he had his Cbriſtian Name; not with- 
out Hopes of being made his Heir; but the 
old Gentleman afterwards married a ſecond 
Wife, by whom he had three other Children, 
who with their Mother, went away with the | 
whole Eſtate. = F 
The firſt Part of his Education was at Ele. 
bam and Wye, two Country Schools in the 
Neighbourhood; from whence he was re- 
mov'd to Weſtminſter above the Curtain; 
but falling ſick of the Small-pox, at the ver- 
Time of Election, his Father thought it not 
adviſable chat he ſhou'd wait another Year. 
He ſpent a Year, before he went to the Uni- 
verſity, in the Family of Mr. Tolſon at Beaks- 
borne, and taught his three Sons with preat 


Conteve and Succeſs. 


* In a Petition of ſeveral Merchants and Tradeſmen, for Ar- 
rears due to them, delivered to the Houſe of Commons in 1664, 
Die Sabbati 28 Faruarii, it was allow'd by a Committee, that there 
was due to Mr. Thomas White of Dover; for reſitting his Majeſty's 
Ships as unpaid, on a Warrant granted by the Commiſſioner 
DIG the Debts of his Majeſty's Navy, 223 J. 15 J. 24. 
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Upon his Removal from thence to the Uni- 
verſity of Oxon, in Jute 1678, he was re-

Pr. Walks, to St. Edmund Hall, where he had 
2 great Intereſt in the Fayour of the Principal, 


Mr. Penton, and was Pupil to Mr. Allam, a ce- 
lebrated Tutor, much cbmmended by Ant. 
Mood, the” Oxford Hiſtorian ¶ Athenæ Ox. vol. 2. 
p. 784}: He was there well eſteem d by the 
other Tutors and Maſters, particularly Sir Rz- 


chard Blackmore, and Mr. Tully, afterwards 


Dean of Carliſie. His Tutor took a particu- 
lar Delight in impoſing Taſks and Exerciſes 
on him, which he wou'd often read in the 
common Room, before the Maſters and Gen- 
tlemen Commoners for an Qccafion of com- 
mending his Pupil. He ſet him ſeveral whole 
Baoks:. to: tranſlate from the Latin, which he 
not only approv'd but recommended to the 
Oxford Bookſellers for an Impreſſion of them: 
Of which Sort were the Panegyrick of Eraſ- 
mus upon Folly, and Pliny upon Trajan, and 
in the Lives of the illuſtrious Men written 
in Latin by Corn. Nepss, and done into Eng- 
liſh by ſeveral Hands, Oxon, 1684. the Life 
of CHABRIA s, done into Engliſh by Mr. 
Kennett. of St. Edmund Hall. He was by his

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Tutor alſo introduc'd very early, while Under- 
Graduate, into the Acquaintance of Mr. Aut. 
Word, who employ'd him in picking up ſeve- 
ral Fpitaphs, and other Notices of eminent 
Oxford Men, and in writing to his Father för 
Intelligences of that Kind in Kent; particu- 
larly of Mr. John Reading, Dr. Meric Cauſau- 
bon, and others. And tho' in the meaneſt 
Condition of thoſe that were wholly maintain d 
by their Parents, a Battler, or Semi-Commoner, 
he was admitted to the Converſation and Friend 
ſhip of the Gentlemen Commoners. He was 
ſo valued among theſe, that two of them, ou! 
of pure Reſpect to him, prevail d with thei 
Fathers to be his ſpecial Patrons at his firſt ſet 


ting. out in the World: Sir William Gm 
Bart. preſenting him to the Vicarage of

Upon his Entrance on the firſt of theſe 
(which ſeems to be about the Year 1685) and 
ſome time before, he aſſiſted both in his

8 very worthy Man, wa to the laſt, kept up a 
great 
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great Friendſhip and frequent Correſpondence | 


with Dr. Kennett ; and'on whom (upon his Pro- 


motion to, the Biſhoprick of Peterborough) he 
gratefully beſtow'd a Prebend in his Ch urch. . 


His firſt Care at Amer/den (next to a' moſt 
diligent Diſcharge of the Duties incumbent 


on him) was to beautify the Vicarage-Houſe, | 
to wall in the Garden, and to put an In- 


ſeription upon the Grave- Stone of Dr. Stub. 


ting, who well deſerv'd to be remembred, 


for the good Work of Building the Vicarage- 
Houſe. He then ſet himſelf to Repair and 


Adorn the Church; had the Bells recaſt; a 


new Pulpit and Font; a Fane on the Steeple; 
the Churchyard enclos'd with a ſtrong high 


Wall, and Gates with Peers, and many other 


Improvements of Strength and Beauty. 


But we have yet a greater Inſtance of his 


publick Spirit at this Place, by which he was 
enabled to obtain theſe Advantages to the 
Church, and provide a perpetual Fund for 
the ſame Purpoſe. He was forc'd to be atthe 
Pains of Recovering an Eſtate, that had been 
firſt given to the Repairs and Ornaments of 


the Church; but had been afterwards granted 


to a —_— Perſon as given to ſuperſtitious U- 


ſes, and, when recover'd, was by Degrees, 
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alienated from the Uſes of the Curb to that 


of the Pariſh, and ſpent on the High-ways, 
Bridges, and Poor, till Mr. Kennett, by the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of Biſhop Fell, .obtain'd 
a Trial before Commiſſioners for Charitable 
Uſes, and a Decree to inveſt the Eſtate in 
new Truſtees (of which the Patron and Vi- 
car of the Pariſh were always to *be two, 


and the reſt of their Nomination) to be em- 


ploy'd according to the firſt Purpoſes of Re- 
pairing and Adorning the Church of Amerſden. 
And the Rents accrdingly were afterwards 
employ'd to that Nurpoſe very faithfully, to 
the great Improvement of the Church, and by 
Degrees, to the great Satisfaction, as well as 
Credit of the Parifh. "x 


After a few Years abſence, he was invited' 


back to St. Edmund Hall, to be Tutor and 
Vice-Principal in it under the Government 


of Dr. Mill, with whom he liv'd on better 


Terms of Peace and Friendſhip, than any other 
Viee-Principal either before or after: And by 
his diligent Application to the Duties of the 
Houſe and Univerſity, he was well eſteem'd 
and choſen a publick Lecturer in the Schools, 
and as a Man of Diſcipline and Spirit, was in- 
truſted as Pro-Proctor for two ſucceſſive Years. 

| | In 
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In Fanuary 1689, by the Diſcharge and 
Breaking of a Gun, with which he was ſhoot- 
ing at a Bird, within the Pariſh of Middle- - 
ton-Stony in the County of Oxon, a Splinter 
of the Barrel made a grievous Wound in his 
Forehead, and broke thro' both the Tables of 
his Skull: Which occaſion'd his wearing a 
large black Patch of Velvet on that Part 
ever after, While he lay under great Diſor- 
der of Body and wn juſt after he had 
* undergone the e Operations of Tre- 
panning, for Want of Sleep he made a Copy 


of Latin Verſes, and dictated them to a 


Friend at his Bed-ſide, who tranſmitted this 
Copy to Sir William Glynne, in whoſe Stu- 
dy it was found, after Mr. Kennett had for- 
got every Thing but the ſad Occaſion. It is 

now in my Poſſeſſion; and thought, by good 
Judges, to be no Reproach to the Author. 
During his Continuance at Oxford, he ſet 
himſelf to do ſome Honour and Service to 
his Native County of Kent. He obtain'd a 
Copy of a Diſſertation of the learned Anti- 
quary, Mr. Somner, in Manuſcrips, upon the 
Names and Situations of the Roman Ports 
and. Forts in Kent, and encourag'd the Perſon 
from whom he receiv'd it, to publiſh i it in 
B 4 dis 
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his own Name: And to make the Edition 
more uſeful, he prevail'd with an able Perſon 
to add ſome Notes and Obſervations on it; to 
which he prefix d the Life of Mr. Somner by 
himſelf. Printed at the Theatre, Oxon, 1693. 
He had by this Time obtain'd the Charac- 
ter of one well vers d in the Hiſtories and An- 
tiquities of our Nation, and was obſerv d to put a 
Spirit of theſe Studies into many other excellent 
Perſons then in the Univerſity. Inſomuch that 
the learned Mr. G:4/on (now the highly worthy 


| Biſhop of London) publiſhing a Tranſlation | 


of Mr. Somner” s Treatiſe in Anſwer to Chiſle- 


tius, concerning the Situation of the Portus 


Tccius on the Coaſt of France, oppoſite to Kent, 
where Cæſar Imbark'd for the Invaſion of this 
Iſland, and other Things on that Subject, he 
introduc'd it into the World, with an elegant 
Latin Dedication to Mr. Kennett .

And the better to promote that truly 
Chriſtian Deſign, at the Deſire of his very 
charitable and publick-ſpirited Friend, Dr. 
Lynford, he intended to write An Hiftorical 
Account of the Corporation for the Relief of" 
poor Widows and Children of Clergymen; and 
of the ſeveral Benefactions given to it, and the 
manifold good Services done by it. And for 
this Purpoſe, he had gather'd up a great 
many Notices of Things and Perſons, pick'd 
up the ſeveral Sermons before the Sons of 
the Clergy, from the firſt by Mr. Geo. Hall, 
(afterwards Archdeacon of Canterbury, and

the trueſt, by far the trueſt Friends to our 
« Church and State, are repreſented as Ene- 
mies to them both, and bent upon the De- 
« ſtruction of them: The Share that I had 
in this, I have greatly lamented in private, 
« and make this publick Acknowledgment 
© of that unaccountable Rudeneſs, and Con- 
te tempt of learned and good Men, in every 
Thing vaſtly ſuperior to me; and ſure 
« the Hand that writes this, will wither, if 
* there is not ſincerity of Heart in Company 
with it.” This is as great an Evidence as 
can be given of Ingenuity and Sincerity, and 
I had no other Deſign in reciting the former 
Part of Mr. L's Conduct, but to introduce 
this Account of his Sorrow and Concern for 
it: For I think no Man ought to be re- 
proach'd for thoſe Errors, and Miſcarriages, 
of which he has given all poſſible Teſtimo- 
ny, that he has ſincerely repented. 


And 
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And indeed under all his continu'd Labour 
for the Benefir of the Church and Clergy of 
England, with a very confortnable Life, f 
ſeems a little Sutprizing, and one woud 
think, was ſome Trouble to Dr. Kennet, 
that he cou d not obtain the Name of 4 g60d 
Church-man ; but that (eſpecially after Dr. Sa. 
cbeverels acting) he was run down, with ut- 
moſt Fury, for Whig, Low-Church-man, and 
falſe Brother, and other Terms of Reproach, 
that fill'd the wide and loud Mouths in Streets 
and Pulpits, when he knew no other Reaſon 


for it, but only his oppoſing the Ignorance | 


of thoſe Men, and the Infatuation of thoſe 
Times, and all along faithfully adheting to 
the Revolution and Proteflant Succeſſion. He is 
faid often on this Occaſion, to have told a Paſ- 
ſage from the Mouth of Archbiſhop Teuiſon, 
who beginning to fall from the Reputation 
of a Church-man, and feeing a chief Brother 
arifing into that Honour upon a much leſs 
Bottom for it, he ſaid to him, Brother, you 
know I was atways a greater Church-man that 
you; but Gen take the Name of the Church, 
awhile I keep to the Conſtitution * it; or to 
that Effece. 


It 
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It muſt de confeſſ d, the Dran was an utter 
Enemy to ſome Doctrines and Pretenſions, 
about this Time induſtriouſſy adyanc'd, and 
made by the Authors of them, the dif 
guiſhing Criter ions of a true Chtreb-mun. 
He zealouſly oppos d the new Doctrine of 
the  Droaltdity of Lay-Baptiſm, which from 
the Irregularity of Baptiſm being adminiſtred 
by any Perſon, not ordain'd to be'a/publick 
Minifter in the Church, was now advane'd 
into a Nullity and an Unchriſtiamiſin, if ad- 
miniſtred by any Perſon not Epiſcepally or- 
dained. Pamphlets and Sermons were full 
of this Notion, and tho the Archbiſhop, and 
Biſhops in Convocation had agreed upon a 
Cenſure of it, yet the Majority of the Lower 
Houſe wou'd by no Means join in it, for Fear 
of offending thoſe who by ſuch unchriſtian 
Rigours, had confin'd the Name of the Church 
to the Pinacles of it. The Confequences of 
this Doctrine were no leſs than to caft out 
for Heathens, many Members of our own 
Communion, and every Soul baptiz'd by a 
Diſſenting Teacher, and the whole Body of 
Proteſtants abroad, unleſs within the Pale of 
a Church, ſtrictly and properly Epiſcopal; 
which it was thought hard to ſind among 
the 
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the Lutheran 8 at leaſt, in their 
Opinion, who were the Authors and Abettot 
of this Doctrine. One wou'd have thought 
this rigid Notion purpoſely calculated for the 
Pretender and his Cauſe ; for by Virtue-of it 
all the Papiſis were in the ordinary Way af 
Salvation, and of Proteſtants ten to one wert 
put out of it. And as to the Inheritance of 
this Crown, the Proteſtant Line might be 
Pagans, but the Popiſh Heirs were certainly 
and truly Chriſtians. het 
The Dean, on the Cotitraey, was of  Opi- 
nion that Popery was the common Enemy to 
the Truths of the Goſpel, and to the Liber- 
ties of Mankind: That the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt in Europe was to be united againſt the 
common Adverſary : That every Part of the 
Reformation, however imperfect, was by 
many Steps nearer to the Simplicity of the 
Chriſtian Religion, and to the Happineſs of 
Society, and the Souls of Men, than Popery : 
That. nothing could be. more fatal than to 
break and divide the Friendſhip of Proteſtant 
States and Princes, and fo raiſe Jealouſies and 
Diſcords in the Minds of Proteſtant Brethren: 
That the late Notions ſo induſtriouſly propa- 
25 by ſome of our Engliſb Church-men, 
the 
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the Neceſſity of Epiſcopal Government to 
the very Being of a Church, and the Validi- 
ty of Baptiſm depending upon the Epiſcopal 
Ordination of the Adminiſtrator, were as art- 
ful Engines to play againſt the whole Refor- 
mation, as any that cou'd have been invented 
in the Middle of Rome; and that they were 
as contrary to the Senſe of our firſt Refor- 
mers, as they were to any other Proteſtant Di- 
vines abroad. This led him to be very zea- 
lous to promote every good Deſign for the 
the common Intereſt of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion. Accordingly, her Majeſty Queen Anne 
having-granted Letters Patents, at the humble 
Requeſt of Conrad Gulcher, Miniſter of the 
Reform'd Religion, to collect the charitable 
Benevolence of her well-diſpos'd People, to 
enable the Proteſtant Subjects of the Elector 
Palatine, of the Rhine, to build a Church in 
the Diſtrict of Ober-Barmen, in the Dut- 
chy of Berg, and to ſupport a Miniſter there, 

dated in Nov. 1707, (tho' not brought to 
effect till ſeveral Years after) Dr. Kennett was 
made one of the Truſtees to receive and diſ- 
pole this publick Charity, and was eminently 
active in promoting of it. He ſollicited for 
the Letters of the Lord Archbiſhop of Canter- 
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bury, and the Lord Biſhop of London, to 
commend the good Work to their Clergy and 
People, and exhort them to a liberal Con- 
tribution in behalf of the poor Proteſtants 
of Ober-Barmen. He, at the Requeſt of the 
other Truſtees, drew up an Inſcription on x 
Marble-Stone affix'd* near the great Door of 
the Church (when finiſh'd) declaring by whoſe 
Charity and Bounty it was erected; and ſeve- 
ral Letters and Epiſtles tranſmitted" Abroad, 
2 relating to that Affair; and in the Concluſion 
of it, was the Perſon choſen to preſent the 
Addreſs of Thanks ſent over by the Miniſter 
and People of Ober- Barmen, then in Pofſeflion 
of their new Church and free Becreiſe of 

their Proteſtant Religion. "8 
Upon the Concluſion of this good Affair 
the Miniſter and Congregation at Ober- Bar- 
men, defir'd ſome Memorial of it might be 
fix d in the ir new Church; and, after due 
Conſultation here, it was agreed by the Com- 
miſſioners, that a Marble-Stone ſhou'd be 
plac'd by the great Door of the Church of 
Ober-Barmen, with a Latin Inſcription, re- 
cording the Matter of Fact, and the Firn 
of it left to Dr. Kennett, who tranſmitted it.

Within few Days after the Preaching of 


that Sermon, there was publiſh'd a Letter 


about the Proceedings i in Convocation, upon 
Complaint of a Sermon publiſh'd by Dr. 
Brett, under the Influence of Dr. Hicks, 
intitled, A Sermon of Remiſſion of Sins, ac- 


cording to the Scriptures, and the Dodrine of 


the Church of England, &c. Which Sermon 
had many ſhocking Expreſſions in it, advan- 
cing the Neceſſity of private Confeſſion and 
ſacerdotal Abſolution; and ſo, in Effect, ſet- 
ting up one of the Engines of the Church 
of Rome, for the Uſe of the Clergy in the 
Church of England. The Complaint was 
dropt in the Houſe, and the Preacher, and 
his Diſcourſe, rather juſtify'd and commend- 
ed. Upon which, a Letter was publiſh'd un- 
der this Title, A Letter to the Rev. Thomas 
Brett, L. L. D. Rector of Betteſhanger in Kent, 
about a Motion in Convocation, The Dean 
was ſuppos'd to be the Writer, becauſe he 
was a moſt profeſs'd Enemy to that new 
Affectation in ſome of the Clergy, to dreſs 
up old Popiſb Doctrines, and bring them in-

Artifice of Mr. Ley, Dr. Hicks, &c. to cor-

He was abundantly convinc'd, that the 
Doctrines ſo zealouſly propagated at that 
Time, tending to mollify Popery, and to 
divide the Proteſtant Intereſt, were properly 
ſome of the modern Inventions, unknown to 
our primitive Reformers, or expreſsly con- 
demn'd by them. To ſhew this the more 
evidently in one Inſtance, he caus'd to be re- 
printed a Sermon of Archbiſhop Whitgitt's, 
preach'd before Queen Elizabeth at Green- 
wich ; and prefix'd to it an excellent Preface 
[ of his own; which I ſhall here add for the

Huſband. It is à plain honeſt Chriſtian Dif- 
curſe, and the old Edition being very rare 10 
be met with, you may pleaſe to reprint it, and 
thereby do Service to the World upon ſeveral 
Accounts, 

It will bear ſame Teftimony of Reſpeft and 
Honour to the Age of Queen Elizabeth, fo give 
a Taſte of the good Way of Preaching in her 
Days; ſober, ſerious Goſpel Senſe and Truth, in 
a juſt and eaſy Stile, made agreeable to the 
Conſcience, the Reaſon, and the Affection: of 
Mankind. This excellency of Preaching Was 4 
ſingular Ornament of her Reign, and in effect 
died with her. For there was ſoon 4 ſad De- 
generacy under King James the Firſt, when 
to comply with the Humour of the Princes 
the Preachers brought in ſuch Terms of the 
Schools, and ſuch Scraps of the Poets, as made 
the Pulpit rather a Place of Diverſion, than 
of found Inſtruction and Salvation. This af- 
fected Fookſoneſs, by Uſe and Cuſtom, ran too 
far into the Reign of King Charles the Fin: 
And i it abated at the Reſtoration of his Roy- 


al Family, the Preachers were apt to Jlide inta 


another Extreme, that of Wards and Periogs,

Arong and Ai; a falſe Oratory, an Abuſe of 
the Patience of Chriſtian Hearers; till Dr. 


Tillotſon, and ſome other judicious Divines, 
dar'd to reflore good Senſe and plain Language, 
which now generally obtain, and ought to pre- 
vail in all our Churches; nay, are very much 
gotten-into the Mouths of the Diſſenting Teach- 
ers, tho perhaps of leſs Service to them. 

It will ds another Honour to that Age, by 
Shewing the Probity and Courage of our Engliſh 
Drvines, in Preaching at Court againſt the 
Flattering of great Men, and againſt the In- 
conſtancy of the Common People; as likewiſe 
againſt their Curiofity and Love of ſtrange 
Doctrines; ſuch as the Invalidity of Baptiſm, if 
Adminiſtred by a Lay-man, or even by a Dea- 
con: A Doctrine of the moſt narrow and unchari- 
table Spirit, invented by Schiſmaticks, and urg d 
by the Leader of them, M. Cartwright, but 
admirably well oppoſed aud confuted by this 
Archbiſhop Whitgift, in his Anſwer and Re- 
Plies to the Admonition, &c. and condemn! 4 in 
this Sermon, wherein, as if be had liv'd in our 
Times, he grievouſly Complains, It is now 
called into Controverſy, Whether the Miniſter 

| be of the Eſſence and Being of Baptiſm, ani 
we Yo be counted Miniſters but ſuch as be 
| Preach- 
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Preachers: So that whoſoever hath nof been 
baptized of a Minifter, of a Preacher, is not 
baptized? the which Queſtions, and other 
ſuch like, ſpring out of the Schools of the 
Anabaptiſts, and tend to the Rebaptization 
of All, or the moſt Part of thoſe chat at this 
Day are living. 

It will give a farther Proof of the Integri- 

ty of Preachers in that Reign, that they preach d 
freely and earneſtly againſt the fundamental 
Errors and Corruptions of Popery, and demon- 

firated the Church of Rome to be the common 

Enemy of the Reformation, and of Chriſtianity 
itſelf. And yet by the Craft of that Enemy in 

ſnowing Tares, they ſound, it ſeems, ſome of the 
common People growing ſick and weary of. that 
neceſſary Subject, and rather intent upon neu- 

fangled Dofrines and Devices of upſtart Men. 

Says this excellent Preacher here to his Auditors; 
« We have taught you more neceſſary Points of

© the true and right Uſe of the Sacraments :

« modity and to Contention, you magnify us, 
« you commend us, you make us Gods; nay, 
* you make us Devils, for you ſo puff us up 
« with vain Glory, that we know not our-

had been then ſo fond of ſtrange Notions, as to 
preach up the Neceſſity of private Confeſſion to 


.@ Prieſt, or the Inefficacy of Faith and Repen- 
tance to a Sinner without ſacerdotal Abſolution; 


er a real propitiatory Sacrifice in an Oblation 
of the Elements of Bread and Wine; or a mid- 
dle State of Souls after Death, in neither 


Heaven nor Hell; or an Independency of the 


Church upon a Chriſtian State, even where the 
civil Magiſtrate is by Law ſupreme Head and 


. Governour ; or the Unchurching of all other re- 
formed Churches, and the Unchriſtening of all 


Foreign Proteſtants; (to ſay nothing of our 
Brethren and Fathers at Home) or any ſuch 
unſcriptural Fancies, bordering on the Church 


of 
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of Rome, and to be ſupported by Nothing but an 
Infallible Chair. 

The Author's Name will afford another Ob- 
froation, that Archbiſhop Whitgift's Memory 
is more happy, and has been more. favoura- 
bly treated, than that of moſt of thoſe 
who came before or that followed after him, 
from the Beginning of the Reformation to this 
preſent Time. We are reſerv'd to thoſe Times, 
when Men who would engroſs to themſelves the | 
Name of Church-Men, have betrayd a bit- 
ter Spirit in cenſuring and reviling the beſt of 
our Prelates ; they have inſulted the Living and 
not ſpar d the Dead; eſpecially thoſe who have 


fate in that eminent See of Primacy of all 


England. Archbiſhop Cranmer, who adorn'd 
the Reformation by his Life, defended it by bis 
Pen, and ſeal'd it with his Blood, has been re- 
preſented as a Betrayer of the Rights of the 
Church, and the Regal Supremacy, upon which 
our Reformation was eftabliſh'd, has been call'd, 
The Cranmerian Hereſy. Archbiſhop Grin- 
dal, a Man of excellent Temper, Piety and 
Learning, has been run down by a hard-mauth'd 
Preacher, for want of Zeal to the Church 
and all Moderation has been contemptuauſly 
call d Grindalizing ; tho in the true Hiſtory. of 

go bim 
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him it appears, that no Prelate could be more 
firm, conſtant, and couragious in conſulting and 
aſſerting the proper Rights and true Intereſts 
of the Church and Clergy f England. Nay, 
another intemperate Preacher has lately run 
down ' Archbiſhop Abbot, as a Favourer of 
Schiſm and Faction, when his Piety, Wiſdom 
and Courage, in flemming the Tide of Popery 
and Profaneneſs, hath made him worthy of 
everlaſting Honour, among all, who rather -love 
and ſerve the Church, than boaſt in great 
Swelling Words about it. But ſtill, J ſay, the 
Preacher of this Sermon, Archbiſhop Whitgift, 
has eſcap'd very well; for being more particu- 
larly concern'd to repreſs the Puritans, who 
were indeed Angry and Infelent at that Time, 
he has been on that Account well efteem'd, and 
his Aſhes, I think, not yet diſturb d. This fair 
Reputation among Church-Men, will, I hope, 
engage them to read his following Sermon with 

the better Attention of Mind. | 
The Life of this eminent Prelate, will, I 
hear, be ſoon pubitſh'd by the ſame able Hand 
who has done the like Honour and Juſtice to 
his Predeceſſors, Archbiſbops Cranmer, Parker, 
and Grindal ; and therefore I need not, in the 
mean Time, offer at any imperfec Account or 
| | Cha- 
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Character of bim; only I would tranſcribe for 
you one Paſſage out of a Letter of his Grace's, 
to the Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, dated July 5, 
1584. That great Stateſmen had given him a 
wiſe Caution, not to lay ſo bard a Hand up- 
« on the Puritans, as thereby to gratify and 
« animate'the Papiſts.” To which he anſwers, 
That the Papiſts could take no juſt Advantage 
of his Proceedings againſt the Puritans; for. be 
doubted the Papiſts employ'd them, and encou- 
rag d them at that Functure to create Diviſions 
and weaken the Proteſtant Intereſt : Says he, 
*« The Objection of our encouraging the Papiſts 
* hath neither Probability nor Likelihood : For 
« bow can Papiſts be animated, by urging Men 
« to ſubſcribe againſt" the Pope's Supremacy, 
« and to the juſtifying of the Book of Com- 
mon- Prayer, and Articles of Religion, 
« which they, [the Papiſts] /o greatly condemn? 
« But Papiſts are animated becauſe they ſee 
e theſe Kind of Perſons, which herein, after a 
Sort come in with them, ſo greatly friended, 
« ſo many born with, and ſo animated and 
* maintained in their diſordered Doings, a. 
* gainſt both God's Law and Man's, and a- 
gainſt their chief Governours, both Civil 
« and Ecclefiaſtical. This, I ſay, encourageth 

« the 
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e the Papiſts, and maketh much for them. — 0 

&« my Lord, I would to God ſome of them, 

6e who uſe that Argument, had no Papiſts in 

« their Families, and did not otherwiſe alſo 
* countenance them, whereby indeed they re- 
« ceive Encouragement, and do become too ma- 

« lapert. : Aſſure your ſelf, the Papiſts are ra- 

* ther grieved at my Proceedings, becauſe they 

fend to the taking away of their chief Ar- 

e gument, that is, That we cannot agree 

among ourſelves, and that we are not of the 
* Church becauſe we lack Unity. And I am 

« credibly informed, that the Papiſts give En- 

e couragement to theſe Men, and commend 

« them in their Doings, thereof alſo I have ſome 

Experience. — By. which it is very plain, 
that this wiſe Prelate was the quicker in his Re- 
fentments againſt the Puritans, becauſe he 
thought them under the Direction and Manage- 

ment of the Papiſts; and in his laying all legal 

Reſtraints upon them, be was only labouring to 

flop the Breaches which be found the common 
Enemy had made, in Hopes to enter in at 

them. He ſaw the Spreaders of flrange 

Doetrines, and the Authors of new Diſtinction, 

were Tools in Roman Hands, to break and 
confound us, if timely Care were not taken by 

| | al 
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all poſſible Means to unite and ſtrengthen the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, in Humility, Charity and

Theſe Obſervations were ſo well adapted 
to the Seaſon, wherein they were wrote and 
publiſh'd, that, perhaps, Poſterity will look 
back upon them, to judge the better of a 
Picture of the Times, that muſt be drawn as 
impartially as can be, both out of the falſe 
Colours and wrong Appearances, as well as 
out of the naked Truth, repreſented by dif- 
ferent Sides. However, the Dean met with 
that Reward which, I believe, he expected, 
to be libell'd, preach'd down, beſlav'd, lam- 
poon'd, hung up in Effigy, with many other 
dirty Tokens of Spite and Party-Rage upon 
him. All which he bore, with no Manner 
of Returns in that Kind; but was often 
ſeen to ſmile, and obſerve, that contending 
with the High-Flying Party, was to no bet- 
ter Purpoſe, than to encounter one of their 
Street-Mobs, the beſt Eſcape was to be 
thruſt againſt the Wall, or to be thrown in- 
to the Kennel. | 

| There 
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There was one Indignity offer'd him about 
this Time, that cou'd ſcarce be born by any 
Man, without ſome Kind of Emotion and 
Concern, viz. the White-Chapel Altar-prece, 
contriv'd by Dr. Welton (afterwards a profeſs'd 
Nonjuror, if not ſomething worſe) to expoſe 


the Dean of Peterborougb. In this Altar- 
Piece, or Painting, which was intended for 
a Repreſentation of Chriſt, and his twelve 
Diſciples, eating the Paſſover and the Laſt 
Supper, Judas, the Traitor, was drawn ſit- 
ting in an Elbow-Chair, dreſs'd in a black 
Garment, between a Gown and a Cloak, with 
a black Scarf and a white Band, and a ſhort 
Wig, and a Mark in his Forehead between a 
Lock and a Patch, and with ſo much of the 
' Countenance of Dr. Kennett, that under it, 
in Effect, was written, The Dean the Traitor: 
It was generally ſaid, that the original Sketch 
was for a Biſhop under Welton's Diſpleaſure; 
which occafion'd the Elbow-Chair. But the 
Fears of a Scandalum Magnatum riſing before 
the Painter's Eyes, Leave was given to drop 
the Bijhop, and make the Dean; which he 
did as well as he could. Multitudes of Peo- 
ple came daily to the Church, ro admire the 
Meaning of rhe Sight. And, under our un- 


happy 
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happy Diviſions, it might have been expected, 
chat one Side, at leaſt, would have been pleas d 
wich the Wittineſs of this Fancy. But it was 
generally abhorr'd and deteſted by every body; 
as being not only Rude and Indecent, but 
conſidering the Place and Perſons, even 
as Atheiſtical and Diabolical. And indeed, 
what cou'd be more ſhocking and ſurprizing, 
than to ſee a fooliſh, and really a blaſphe- 
mous Picture ſet up in the Preſence of God, 
and in the Face of the Congregation, to repre- 
ſent a Neighbour, a Brother, a Fellow Preſ- 
byter of the Church of England, as a Traitor 
to their common Saviour? What monſtrous 


Impiety for one Clergy-man to libell ano- 


ther juſt over the Altar, or Table of the Lord, 
whereon that very Man was to conſecrate 
a Blefling, and to Adminiſter the Communion 
of it, in Peace and Charity? In that, it was 
eſteem'd ſo inſolent a Contempt of all that 
was ſacred, ſuch an Abomination to every one 
of Conſcience or common Senſe, that upon 
the Complaint of others (for the Dean himſelf 
never ſaw it, or ſeem'd to regard it) the Biſhop 
of London oblig'd thoſe that ſer it up, to take 


it down, and remove ſo great a Scandal from 


the 
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the Church of God. But to return to the 
Dean's Labours and Writings. 

He went on to aſſert and defend the Scrip- 
tural and Legal Foundations of the Proteſtant 
Religion, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, not 
only in a Courſe of Sermons to his own Peo- 
Ple, but even in the ſtated turns of his preach. 
ing at Court; where the Dean was obſery'd 
by ſome to be remarkably zealous in preach- 
ing againſt Popery, within the three laſt Years 
of the Queen, when it was thought not aa 
ther ſo ſeaſonable by others. 

And when the Pretender's Party were ſo 
forward in their Hopes and Views, as to pub- 
liſh a ſtately Folio in expreſs Aſſertion and 
Maintenance of his Hereditary Right, intitled, 
The Hereditary Right of the Crown of England 
: "aſſerted: The Hiftory of the Succeſſion fince the 
Conqueſt clear d; and the true Engliſh Conftitu- 
tron vindicated, &c. 1713. the Dean imme- 
diately examin'd the Strength of the Argu- 
ments, and the Truth of the Authorities in 
it; and was prepar'd to ſhew the Unrea- 
ſonableneſs and Infincerny of that new 
Scheme, and the very wrong Turns of 
Hiſtory and Law that are drawn in to ſup- 


port it. But becauſe the whole Examination 
wou' d 
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wou'd run into too great a Length for the 
Patience of common Readers, who moſt 
wanted to be undeceiv'd, he reſolv'd to take 
a ſingle Inſtance only by Way of Specimen, 
that from thence might be inferr'd what 
Credit was to be given to the Reſt of that 
bulky Work. That Inſtance was in the Caſe 
of Thomas Merks, Biſhop of Carliſie, whom 
this Author had applauded as the Man of 
Conſcience and Integrity, becauſe he adher'd 
to King Ricbard II. after his Reſignation and 


Depoſition, and took up Arms (after a Speech 


in Parliament) againſt King Henry IV. in 
legal Poſſeſſion of the Crown; for which 
he was try'd, condemn'd, and pardon'd. 
The Dean well 'knew that this applauded 
Biſhop was one of the worſt Tools in the 
Miniſtry of Richard II. and help'd to bring 
that Prince to his miſerable End; and was 
attach'd to him, not upon any Principle of 
Honour, but for his own Intereſt and Pre- 
ſervation; and that he was by no Means the 
Deliverer of that Speech in Parliament, long 
lince invented for him; and that his flying 
into Arms in Aſſiſtance of a French Invaſion 
was, in the moſt apparent Manner, a baſe 
Treaſon and Rebellion, for which he was legally 

try'd, 
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try'd, convicted, and -adjudg'd to die: Bur 
after an effectual Deprivation by the civil 
Power, and a mock Tranſlation by the Pope, 
he made his Submiſſion and obtain'd his Par- 
don, and livd in a peaceable Allegiance to 
King Henry IV. who was perfectly reconcil' 
to him as to a faithful Subject, and was not 
only his Friend, but his Royal Patron, be- 
ſtowing a good Benefice on him, tho' for the 
Honour of the Church and Nation, he wou'd 
never truſt him in an Engliſh Biſhoprick. 
This Character of the Man, and this Hiſtory 
of his Life and Actions, was the Reverſe of 
what the Author of Hereditary Right had flou- 
riſh'd'upon him. And therefore to ſhow this to 
the World, the Dean publiſh'd A Letter to the 
Lord Biſhop of Carliſle, concerning one of bis Pre- 
deceſſort, Biſhop Merks, on Occafion of a new VV. 
tume for the Pretender, intituled, The Hereditary 
Right of the Crown of England afſerted, 
Printed 1713. 

It was but a little while before, that the 
Dean, in his ſteady Oppoſition to Popery and 
the Pretender, had publiſh'd another Trac, in- 
tituled, A Memorial for Proteftants, on the 5th 
of Novemb. containing a more full Diſcovery 
of ſome Particulars relating to the happy De- 


hiverance 
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lrvernnce of Ning James I. Cc. from  the' moſt 
truiterous, and ' bloody: intended Maſſacre, by 
Gun poder, Anno 16056. In à Letter to 4 
Peer of. Great Britain, dated Octob. 25, 1712. 
But ſuch was tlie Power of Party and Preju- 
dice, that he could write nothing without 
Offence, and therefore his Name was then 
conceal'd from the Publick. The Occaſion 
of writing chis Letter, was to help cure the 
prevailing Faſhion of ſmoothing the Cor- 
ruptions, and ſilencing the Dangers of Pope- 
ry; and even of Juſtifying the Severities, and 
magnifying che Charities, of the Church of 
Rome; in common talk, and publick Papers, 
the Complaints were renew'd of the Papſts 
being miſrepreſented, not only as to Opinions 
and Doctrines, but in Hiſtory and Matters of 
Fact. The whole Hiſtory of our Reforma- 
tion was made worſe than Sanders had before 
made it, by a vile Poem, written by one 
Thomas Ward, in Imitation of Hudibrat; 
greedily ſuck d in by many corrupt Proteſtants; 
tho it was viſibly intended to make the Re- 
formation both odious and ridiculous : And the 
Gun-powder Treaſon was alſo; once more ri- 
dicul'd as a Feint and Counter-Plot of Cecil, 
or at beſt, the Whim of a few private deſpe- 

L rate 
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rate: Men, wherein the Church, and the Catho- 
lick Caufe were not concern d. To oppoſe 
Truth to this popular Deluſion, the Dean 
drew up and /publiſh'd that Memorial, upon 
the moſt evident Authorities; and it was 
highly eſteem'd, and thought of great Service, 
by the beſt Proteſtants at that Time; particu- 
hrly the late Archbiſhop of Canterbury; who 
difpers'd great Numbers any = Copies among 
his own Clergy. ; 

As the Times grew wid and worſe, the 
Dran "was reſolvd to employ himſelf in 
Works of publick Good and Service to fu- 
ture Generations, and to the good Eſtate of 
Religion in foreign Parts. As a Member of 
the Society, for Propagating the Goſpel i in 
the Engliſh Colonies and Plantations in Ame- 
rica, he perceiv d that the Society in their 
Meetings and Committees, often wanted 
Boote, Charts, Maps, &c. to conſult upon 
Occaſion of their Enquiries and Debates; 
chat many of the Members wou d be glad to 
reſort to à Collection of Voyages and Travels, 
and other Notices of thoſe Parts, to be better 
intruſted in che Nature and Condition of 
the Places and Perſons committed to ' their 
Care” of Providing for them; that the 
r 4 young 
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young Miſnhion aries . before their departure, 
might beſt ſpend ſome. of their Time in ex- 
amining and abridging ſuch. printed Accounts, 
as might be à very uſeful. Information ro 
them; and that many other Benefits and 
Advantages wou'd. ariſe from the fixing and 
eſtabliſhing a £/%rary of chat Kind; and there- 
fore he reſoly d to attempt the laying ſome 
Foundation of it. Accordingly he pick d out 
all the Tracts and Papers of that Sort, which 
he had been long induſtriouſly gathering in 
che Courſe of his own Studies, upon the 
View of Writing a full Hiſtory of the Propa- 
gation , Chriſtianity in the Indies, (before- 


mention d) and communicating the good De- 


ſign to his Friends, he accepted of their con-

This Sermon preach'd and 
publiſh'd by him, in the Height of a dubious 
Rebellion, was to do Service to others, not 
himſelf. He was himſelf exposd to th. 
grinning Wit of ſome People, and to the 
Malice and treaſurd Revenge of others 
Two or three private Letter-Writers told 
him (as he declar d to a Friend) that it wa, 
preaching . Treaſon againſt the lauful King, 
and the Time was coming when he ſhou'd cer- 
tainly anſwer for it; or to that Effect. And 
even ſome Friends of a lower Spirit, intima; 
ted, that it was not ſo Wiſe: and Cautious. — 
No exaſperating an Enemy when he had a 
Sword in his Hand; and ſuch like ſafe Words 
of Advice by which, I doubt, many con- 
ducted themſelves ; but he was us d to ſay, 
that he was prepar'd to live and die in the 
Cauſe againſt Popery and the Pretender, and 
he would go out to Fight, when he cou d 
no longer ſtay to Preach againſt them. 
The only Reward for his Sermon was, 
that ſome good People did afterwards tell 
RA hun, 
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him, that they believed it was owing to that 
Sermon, that ſuch and ſuch of their Acquain- 

tance had kept out of 2 n and not 
one of the Pariſnh in it. | 

After the Rebellion was :providuntially 9 
preſs d, and a Day of Thankſgiving appointed 
for it, the Dean proceeded in his Duty of 
ſpeaking plain Truth in Seaſon. He then 
preach d and publiſn'd, 4 Thankſgiving Sermon 
for the Bleſſing of God, in ſuppreſſing the late 
unnatural Rebellion : Deliver d in the Pariſb- 
Church of St. Mary Aldermary, &c. on Thurſ- 
day the 7th of June, 1716. 

There is one Piece of Juſtice due to him, 
which his Pariſhioners will pay him, and 
that is to acknowledge that it was not his 
Way to preach Politicks, or mention State 
Affairs, but when ſolemn Days of Faſting 
and Thankſgiving, ſeem'd naturally to lead 
to it, and even demand it; or elſe at ſuch 
Junctures of Danger and Diſtreſs, as when 
the Minds of People were before determin d 
to that Subject. At other Times his Preach- 
ing was upon the Articles of Faith, and the 
Rules of good Life, which was what they call 
plain and practical preaching. But ſtill in Plots 
and Inſurrections, and the Threats of Inva- 
ſion, 
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ſion, the Dean never fail'd to put his People 
in Mind to be ſubject to Principalities and 
Powers, to the King and Laws; and to be 
quiet, and to do their on Buſineſs. 
By his Favour, many Vears ago, I have 
an Opportunity of citing one Sermon, not 
publiſh d, upon the Proſpect of an Invaſion 
of the Swedes, in order to bring over the 
Pretender. This Alarm was ſo loud in the 
City, that it not only raisd the Jacobite Hopes 
and Inſolence, but it affrighted and funk the 
Spirits of many well- affected Subjects. He 
thought it proper on this Occaſion to check 
the Arrogance and Preſumption of the King's 
Enemies, and to ſtrengthen the Hearts of 
his Friends, by a Diſcourſe on thoſe excellent 
Words of the Pſalmiſt, P/al. cxii. 12, 13, 
He will not be afraid of any evil Tidings, fat 
bis Heart flandeth faſt, &c. After opening 
the Context, and ſhewing the Comforts of 
the good Man for putting his Truſt in the 
Lord, he obſerves, that ſuch a Man, in the 
c Midſt of Infatuation and abounding Iniquity 
* knows how to look upwards, and that in do- 
« ing ſo in the Midſt of Threats and Dangers, 
he has the two ſtrongeſt Pillars to ſupport

the Bench of Biſbops, and their whole Clergy 
as of invalid Orders; their Miniſtration of 
the Sactaments as null and void; and their 
very Prayers a Sin.

The 
faid Letter prefix d, complain'd grievouſly 
that Dr. Kennett had given a vile Character 
of Biſhop Merks, and yet againſt bis Will, had 
made him ſtrictly Faithful to his rightful Sove- 
reign, &c. upon which the Dean drew up, 
and publiſh'd A ſecond Letter to the Lord 
Biſhop of Carliſle, upon the Subject of Biſhop 
Merks, &c. dated Octob. 22, 1716. | 

The Controverſy of the new Schiſm made 
a much greater Noiſe upon the late Tumults 
and Rebellion, than it had ever done fince the - 
Filling of the depriv'd Sees by K. William ; and 
the Facobite Conventicles were more frequented 
in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter ; and 
Prieſts of that Way were ſent down to ga- 
ther the like Congregations in Country Towns: 
And many of the high Folk, eſpecially the 
Women, ſeem'd to come to the parochial 
Churches in and abour Londen, for the Sake 
of their Pews, and their Cloaths, rather than 
for Conformity to the publick Worſhip. For 
they wou'd nor join in any Part of the Pray- 
ers for King George, and his Royal Family, 
but at the Mention of thoſe Names, they 
M wou'd 


—- 
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wov'd riſe up, or fit down, or, at leaſt, exprek 
their. Diſſent in ſome viſible Manner. An 
Inſolence, that the primitive Chriſtians wou'd 
not have been guilry of, under the bloodieſt 
"Tyrants and Perſecuters at Rome or Conflan- 
tinople ; an Inſolence, that no Chriſtians wou'd 
now dare to offer, and no Powers wou'd 
ſcarce ſuffer, in any other Part of the World. 
And, in the mean Time, too many of the 
Church-Clergy, tho' offended with Dr. Hicks 
for urging a Separation from Parochial 
Churches, yet they gave in very much to the 
Principles, upon which that Practice was 
founded, viz. The Independency of the Church 
from the State, the more than ſpiritual Pow- 
ers of \ the Church, the Legiſlature of the 
Biſhops and Clergy; the Church above and 
before the King, and ſuch like Notions of 
aſſuming Authority and Juriſdiction, by divine 
Right, unaccountable to the Prince and Peo- 
ple: So that it was very plain they were for 
faving themſelves, rather than the civil Go- 
vernment, and the common Rights of the 
whole Nation. f 
Under this unhappy Diſpoſition of the 
Minds of too many of the Clergy, the Dean 
found it neceſſary to write a third Letter in 
| Purſuance 
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purſuance of the Caſe of Biſhop Merks; to 
ſhew how he was a Traitor to Henry IV. 
only becauſe he had been an evil Miniſter to 
Richard II. that he was, for ſuch Treaſon 
and Rebellion, depriv'd of his Biſhoprick by 
the Civil Power, without the Pope, or any 
Engliſh Synod: That he was try'd for Trea- 
ſon, not by Peers in Parliament, but as a 
common Lay-Subject, by a Jury before tem- 
poral Judges; that he was convicted as a 
Traitor and a Rebel; that he then ſubmitted 
to the King's Mercy, and obtain'd his Royal 
Pardon, and gave Security for his Allegiance 
and good Behaviour; and was indeed, ever 
after a quiet and peaceable Subject, reſpected 
by the Revolution, Archbiſhop, and even pre- 
ferr d by the King himſelf to a Country Be- 
nefice, tho never reſtor d to his See, nor pre- 
tending to act as a Biſbop of it. Upon theſe, 
and many other incidental Matters, the Dean 
publiſh'd, A third Letter to the Lord Biſhop 


of Carliſle upon the Subject of Biſhop Merks, 


wherem the Nomination, Election, Inveliture, 
and Deprivation of Engliſh Prelates are ſhew'd 
to have been originally conſtituted and governed 
by the Sovereign Poder of Kings and their 
Parliaments; againſt the Pretenſions of our new

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Fanaticks, who have withdrawn themſelves from 
the Eſtabliſb d Church into a ſeparate Communi- 
on, under the Name of ſome depriv'd Biſhops, 
and their ſuppos'd Succeſſors, dated Jan. 25, 
1716. 

When theſe three Letters are read in Order, 
by any who have a Taſte and ſome Experi- 
. ence in Hiſtory and Laws, and our Engliſh 
Conſtitution, they muſt needs be fatisfy'd in 
the Truth and good Service of them. They 
had this Teſtimony from the Dean's Enemies, 
as well as the Enemies of the Government, 
that all the Anſwer given to them, conſiſted 
in abuſive Libels on the Writer, inſtead of 
endeavouring to ſhew that he was wrong 
either in his Facts, or Reaſoning upon them- 
This I had from a good Hand; that when 
the Dean was aſk'd whether he had an) 
Thing to ſay to one of the chief, who had at- 
tack d theſe Letters, he ſaid, No; he had gone 
thro' his Pamphlet, and found nothing but 
Anger and Ignorance in it; he wou'd, at 
Leiſure run it over again, and if he cou'd ſatis- 
fy himſelf that any one material Miſtake had 
been committed in any one of the Letters, 
he wou'd take ſome Opportunity to make a

him, and the late Biſhop Nzcholſon of Car- 
lie. The Occaſion of which, was briefly 
this: A Sermon being preach'd by the Right 

Rev. Dr. Benjamin Hoadly, then Biſhop of 
Bangor, before the King, and publiſh'd by 
his Majeſty's Command, 1716. was fallen 
upon, in a very indecent Manner, by Dr. Au- 
drew Snape, in a Letter addreſs'd to the 
Biſhop himſelf. His Lordſhip hereupon made 
a Calm, and, in the Judgment of unpreju- 
dic'd Readers, a ſatisfactory Reply; in which 
(upon Occaſion of a Report ſpread by ſome 
Perſons about the Town, that he was put 
upon preaching that Sermon at Court to 
ſerve ſome political Ends) he uſes theſe 
Words. — God knows my Sermon was preach'd 


without the Knowledge of any Man living. 


Upon this, Dr. Snape, in a ſecond Letter to 
his Lordſhip, drope the Argument, and ſeems 
M 3 deſirous 
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deſirous to ſupply the Want of that by per- 
ſonal Reflection. Being ſhamefully foil'd in 
his firſt Attack, he thought it wou'd be 
much to his Purpoſe, if he cou'd' expoſe 
whom he cou'd not confute; and finde his 
Lordſhip's Do&rines cou'd not be diſprov' 4. it 
might be as well, if he cou'd prove him a 
worſe Man than the World took him for ; ; 
thus falling foul on his Reputation, in retuth 
for the Keenneſs of his Arguments. Dr. Snape 
had been told a Story by Dr. Hutchinſon, flarly 
inconſiſtent, with his  Lord/bip's poſitive and 
ſolemn Declaration, namely, that the Sermon 
was preach'd with the Knowledge, and  Jabmit- 
ted to the Correction of a certain Per er, 0h0 
advisd the Making ſeveral.

Accordingly, the Def#or in the Concluſion

« five and equivocal Way of Writing, favours

(that is, with a Jeſuit) and whether the 
ſame Perſon may not have help'd you to 
a mental Reſervation to juſtify a ſolemn 
Appeal to God, that what you preach'd 
„was without the Knowledge of any Man liv- 
ing, when a living Man has teſtify'd chat 
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it was preach'd with his Knowledge, and 
« ſubmitted to his a: ; your Lord-

The Moment this was publiſh'd to the 


World, the Biſhop of Bangor (greatly mov'd 
and affected with ſuch an Attack on his Re- 


putation) call'd upon Dr. Snape for the 


Proof of what he had aſſerted. He pre- 
ſently, in Anſwer to this Demand, declas d, 


that he firſt receiv'd that Account from Dr. 


Hutchinſon, who had heard the Biſnop of Car- 
lille ſay, that he had ſpoke with the Perſon 
who advis'd my Lord of Bangor, upon read- 
ing his Sermon, to inſert ſuch Words as 
abſolutely, properly, &c. And that ſome Days 
after, the ſame Divine did again aſſure him, he 
had heard the ſame worthy Prelafe a ſecond 
Time declare that Matter to be true, and 
that he would juſtify it to all the World: 
Upon which, he drew up that Paſſage, waned 
on my Lord Biſhop of Carliſie, read that Paſ- 
ſage to him, and was allow'd by him to 
publiſh it, with an Aſſurance that he wou'd 

ſtand to it. 
This was the Subſtance of Dr. Snape s Ad- 
yertiſement ; to which the Biſhop of Carliſie 
| M 4 | was 
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was perſuaded to add, his is true, tho' he af- 
terwards declar'd, it was not ſtrictly ſo. 


However, being now call'd upon to name 


the living Man, who was to atteſt the Truth 
of what he aſſerted, he fixes on Dr. Kennett ; 
who, he declares, according to the beſt of his 
Remembrance, was the Perſon that told him, 
the Sermon was preach'd with his Knowledge, 
and ſubmitted to his Correction; and that he 
advis'd, and, with Difficulty, prevail'd for the 
inſerting the Words abovemention'd. 

This was Zeny'd by the Dean, in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner imaginable, in all his Conver- 
ſation, publick Advertiſements, and private 
Letters to his Friends; and there is all the 
Reaſon in the World to believe the Miſtake 
was the Biſhop of Carliſies, and not his. I 
ſhall not enter into the Detail of what was 
then ſaid, to clear up the Dean's Innocency 
in this Matter; which wou'd be tedious to 
my ſelf, as well as the Reader: It may be 
ſufficient to hint a few Things for this Pur- 
poſe ; and anſwer an Objection or two againſt 
the Dean, in Favour of the Biſhop. 
| Now it appear'd very clear from the Adver- 
tiſements and Letters publiſh'd at that Time, that 
the Dean had been no ſuch Confident of the 


Lord 
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Lord Biſhop of Bangor's, nor engaged in any 
ſuch controverſial Matters; that he had con- 
cern'd himſelf no farther, than often to de- 
clare his Opinion, that the Biſhop wrote ho- 
neſtly his own Senſe and Judgment, without 
calling in the Aſſiſtance of any Friend: That 
if the Biſhop of Bangor had wanted any Friend 
to communicate his Papers to, Dr. Kennett 
was not a fit, or likely Perſon, as well be- 
cauſe his Acquaintance with him vas but 
ſmall, as that his Thoughts and Studies lay 
too much another Way: That to have pre- 
tended himſelf an Aſſiſtant to the Biſhop of 
Bangor, when he really was not, was beneath 
the Character, not only of an honeſt Man, but 
a Man of common Senſe: That to have boaſted 
of this Pretenſion to the Lord Biſhop of 
Carliſie (in his Lordſhip's Prejudice againſt 
the Biſhop of Bangor) had been the utmoſt 
Indiſcretion : That the Dean had never in- 
timated the leaſt Hint of that Kind to any 
Mortal beſides: That Dr. Hutchinſon, to 
whom the Biſhop firſt cold the Story of a 
Corrector of the Biſhop of Bangor's Papers, 
did not underſtand it of Dr. Kennett; nay, 
he did underſtand, or conjecture, the Biſhop's 
Meaning to be of another Perſon; and he 


wam'd 
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nam d that other ſuppos'd- Perſon to a Friend 
near Peterborough : That the Biſhop of Car- 


liſie wrote ſeveral Letters to Dr, Kennett, af- 


ter the Noiſe of that Story in general; and 
even after ſome Controverſy had aroſe upon 


it, without intimating one Word, that he ſhou d 
have Occaſion to mention his Name in it: 


That his Lordſhip was got into the Depth 


of the Difficulty, and  cou'd not extricate 


himſelf without naming his Man, before 


ever he appeal'd to Dr. Kennett; and defir'd 
to be help'd our by him: That, upon this firſt 
Appeal, his Lordſhip himſelf was ſo dubious 
and uncertain of his own Memory, that 'twas 
plain he rather wanted Evidence, than knew 
perfectly where to find it: That when the 
Biſhop of Carliſle had ſent the Dean his Opi- 
nion, that he muſt needs be the Perſon who 
inform'd him of that Matter, he receiv'd it 
with the utmoſt Surprize, and cou'd not well 
underſtand- the Letter at the firſt reading ; 
and when he perceiv'd his Lordſhip's Mean- 
ing, that he did really apprehend him to be 
his Informant, he did immediately, to the 
only Friend he had with him, pity his Lord- 


ſhip's Miſtake; and declare, that he never 


faid, or fo much as thought of any ſuch 
Thing; 
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Thing ; that he did not only proteſt againſt 
his being the Author of this Story, by ſeveral 
Letters to the Biſhop of Carliſle himſelf, but 
to ſome other Prelates, with whom he had 
enter d into more Converſation, upon the 
Subject of the Biſhop of Bangor's Sermon; 
and who cou'd not but know the Secret, if 
there had been any ſuch: That the Biſhop of 
Carliſſe did manifeſtly fall into many Errors, 
Miſtakes, Inconſiſtencies, and even Self- 
Conttadictions, in his Account of this Mat- 
ter . Whereas, in the Dean's Allegations, 
every Thing appear d conſonant, ſteady, uni- 
form, and of a Piece: That the Biſhop cou d 
never fix upon any Time for Dr. Kennett's 
telling him ſuch a Story, nor upon any Place, 
till, at laſt, he made it to be the Doctor's 
Study, when they two had not been together 
in that Study, without other Company, for 
ſome Months before; and chere muſt have 
been a Witneſs, one of the Doctor's Family

at. 
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at leaſt, to any ſuch Converſation : That the 
Biſhop betray d ſo much Dzfidence and Con. 
Fufion, at firſt opening that Story in the 
Prints, that it ſeem'd to argue a Neceſſity of 
ſaying ſomething extraordinary, and out of 
Courſe: That he usd a Word, or Phraſe, 
that of putting in Faſtneſſes, as from the 
Mouth of Dr. Kennett, when no ſuch Form 
of Speaking cou'd pofſibly come out of his 
Mouth; for he had never uſed Faſtneſſes in 
any other Senſe, but that of a Sort of inacceſſible 
Places, as may be about Carliſie, and thoſe 
Parts: That among a hundred Witneſſes of 
Dr. Kennett's Converſation and Correſpon- 
dence, no one cou'd ever ſay, he had ever 
any Grounds to believe, that he had ever, in 
Diſcourſe or Writing, intimated any ſuch 
Thing : That his Lordſhip offer'd, indeed, 
to produce one Witneſs from Ch:/d's Coffee- 
Houſe, that pretended, he heard another 
Perſon tell ſuch a Story of Dr. Kennett : But 
that other Perſon, a creditable Man, deny'd, 
in the publick Prints, that he ſaid, or meant 
any ſuch Thing : And the Accuſer was a 
Party-Man, broken in Credit and Fortune: 
And yet his Lordſhip, when he himſelf might 


have kn5wr, that this Story was publickly 
con- 
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contradicted, in the fulleſt Manner, ſent the 
Dean Word, that the pretended Author of it, 
did own and avouch it: That the Biſhop of 
Carliſle, after he had made up his Relation 
of this Matter, in his printed Letter to the 
Biſhop of Bangor, wou'd never condeſcend 
to anſwer any Queſtions, or Expoſtulations 
about it; but thought it ſufficient, that he 
had ſaid it; and it needed no farther Proof: 
In a Word, it appear'd, not only from his moſt 
ſolemn Denial of it, but alſo from theſe, and 
many other Circumſtances, concurring Pro- 
babilities, and fair Preſumptions, that Dr. 
Kennett was not the Author of this Story to 
the Biſhop of Carliſie, but that his Lordſhip 
was ſome other Way led into this groſs and 
faral Miſtake, concerning pretended Altera- 
tions in the Biſhop of Bangor's Sermon. 

But that which I wou'd rather obſerve 
upon this Matter, is, that the Dean's Pro- 
teſtation was not only exceeding /olemn, but 
full, poſitive and peremptory, without any 
evaſive Word or Salvo; whereas the Biſhop's 
had a ſaving Clauſe incerted— He ſays, to the 
beſt of his Remembrance, it was ſo and fo; 
which be/?, it too evidently appear'd, was ſo 
very bad, that there is no Ground in the 

World 
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World to depend upon it againſt the Dean 
of Peterborough's full, poſitive, and peremptory 
Aſſert ion *, and moſt ſolemn Appeal to God 
for the Truth of what he had affirm'd. 


* Dr. Kennett, in his third Letter to the Biſhop of Car/ifl, 
thus expreſſes himſelf. --- I wou'd ſacrifice any Thing to your 
« Lordſhip but my good Conſcience and Ready Reſolution' to 
« abide by the Truth. In this Queſtion of your Lordſhip's

Vide Appendix, Numb. 5. And in another Letter thus.“ In 
« the Matters now before us, the Truth doth not depend upon 
« my Memory good or bad. It is not only my no Way remem- 
« bring the Thing, but my never once imagining any ſuch 
Thing, my never Hearing the leaſt of it, *till your Lordſhip, 
« too late, imparted to me your own Apprehenſion of it, and 
that in Words very different from thoſe in your Lordſhip's prin- 
ted Letter to the Biſhop of Bangor. So that it is not my Memory, 
it is my Knowledge, my full Canviction, my firmeſt Perſuaſion, 
that I never dd ſay, I never cd ſay, What your Lordſhip, 55 
the beſt of your Remembrance hath accus'd me of to the whole 
* World.” Numb. 6. And in a Letter to a Right Rev. 
Biſhop (not publiſh'd) he thus ſpeaks. --- Truth is @ ſacred 
Thing, and I oould not deny it for any Conjideration in this World. 
do by no Means queſtion his Lordſbip's Sincerity, and I thauk God, 
I am confident of my oron. 
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This however, I was willing to remark; to 
ſhew that both the contrary Proteſtations, may 
ſtand with Truth; that his Lord/hip's oppoſite 
Appeal, does not in the leaſt invalidate the 
Dean's; and that in Charity we may, and 
ought to attribute his Lordſhip's Conduct in 
this, and ſome other Points, to miſtake in 
Memory, (which his Lordſhip ſhew'd all along 
he was very apt to fall 'into) without any 
ſuch impeachment of his Integrity, as ſup- 
poſing him either a deſign'd Inventer, or 
conſcious of the Falſhood of ſuch a Story. 

There was one or two Things commonly 


objected againſt Dr, Kennett, in Favour of 


the Lord Biſhop of Carliſie: One was, that 
the Doctor, in his Anſwer to the Biſhop's 
Charge, had frankly declar'd his Belief, that 
his Lordſhip had acted with Integrity in that 
Matter. This is fully anſwer'd above: The 
Biſhop declar'd, that what he ſaid relating to 
Dr. Kennett was true, to the beſt of his Re- 
nembrance, [p. 17. of his Letter to the Byjhop 
of Bangor] which I truly hope and believe, 
as to other Matters too, wherein his Lord- 
ſoip cou'd not deny, but he was exceedingly 
miſtaken. The Dean's reſolving this, into 
ſincere Miflakes in Memory, was, indeed, (how 

much 
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much ſoever lighted by his Lordſhip) the 
kindeſt Thing that cou'd be faid ; an Expe- 
dient ſo friendly, that it ought to have been 
thankfully accepted, and not made an Ob. 


jection againſt him. The Bz/hop had once a 


good Opinion of the Dean : He had been 
intimately acquainted with him for fifteen 
Years together; and when he propos'd to 
cite him for a Witneſs in this very Cauſe 
he proclaim'd to the World, that he was a 
Perſon of unqueſtionable Veracity ; and, I dare 
ſay, his Lordſbip then believ'd himſelf. 

There was another Objection againſt Dr. 
Kennett, that, He wrote the Biſhop Word, he 
believ'd he could tell how his Lordſhip wa; 
drawn into that Miſtale; and yet did not 
tell him. His Lordſhip caught at this Sug- 
geſtion, as one willing to be help'd out of 
the Briars ; but he complain'd, that he did 
not explain himſelf, without ſtaying a Poſt 
or two for his Explication. The Truth of 
that Matter was ſoon repreſented to his Lord- 
ſhip, and cannot be deny'd. The Biſhop knew 
he had been irritated extremely much againſt 
the Biſhop of Bangor, on the publick and 


private Accounts, and ſpoke of him in Terms 


not to be put in Writing ; that, under all 


theſe 
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theſe all Reſentments, he was frequently in- 
veighing againſt the Prg/ervatrve, and Sermon 
befare the King, in the ſevereſt Manner; chat, 
upon ſuch Diſcour ſe, the Dean was a frequent 
Moderator, and labour'd to mitigate his Lord- 
ſhip's Anger, ſpeaking with Charity and De- 
cency on the Biſhop of Bangor's Side, and 
declaring his utter Diſlike of the nferiour 
Clergies falling upon a Biſbop, for a Sermon 
Licenc'd by a /Command of the ſupreme Or- 
dinary ; and farther expreſſing himſelf, that 
he did not underſtand the hard Senſe that 
was put upon ſeveral Paſſages in it; that he 
thought, in the main, it was pretty well 
guarded, and limited, with ſaving Words, 
ſuch as abſolutely, &c. and that he had wait- 
ed on the Biſhop of Bangor juſt about the 
Time his Sermon was publiſh'd, and hop'd 
his - Lordſhip meant very well. 'Tis very 
probable, that, ſoon after this, the Biſhop of 
Carlifle heard, that the Biſhop of Bangor had 
truſted ſome Friend to help guard his Writings, 
which wou'd have been otherwiſe (what his 
Enemies wiſh'd) more offenſive, and liable to 
greater Exceptions. The Biſhop might inno- 
cently report this Story, till he was unhappily 
drawn in, to undertake to produce his Fouch- 
N er 
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no Dart of the Enemy cou'd wound him ſo 


much as that which was ſaid to come from 
the Hand of a Friend; the Reproach of be- 
ing /uſpefFed of the baſeſt Thing in the 
World, that of telling an officious, formal 
Story, injurious to the Biſhop of Bangor, 
(for whom he had a great Reſpe& on Ac- 
count of his excellent Writings in Defence 
of our Conſtitution in Church and State; 
and, in Regard he was a long Fellow-Sufferer 
with his Lordſhip, in the fame Cauſe of En- 
gliſh Rights and Liberties, and Proteſtant 
Succeſſion) and of no Manner of Advantage 
to himſelf; a Story that had not the leaſt 
Foundation for it; and cou'd he have been 
capable of inventing it, it cou'd have ſerv'd 
no other Purpoſe, but (what he utterly ab- 


horr'd) to have vilify'd one worthy Prelate, 


and to have deceiv'd another : He knew there 
was a Party-Prejudice, that wou'd catch at 
any Thing, and believe, or pretend to believe, 
any Thing to their Purpoſe; and that, when 
the Biſhop of Carliſſe had publiſh'd ſuch a 
Conceit, a Number of People wou'd run 
away with it; and the ſame People wou'd 
not be ſatisfy d with any Proteſtations againſt 
it; nor with the beſt Reaſons and Arguments 

that

that cou'd be offer'd for the Diſproof of it. 
He did not value the ſcoundrel Pampblets 
that he ſaw daily advertis'd, and publiſh'd 
againſt him, nor the ſcurrilous Letters ſent 
to him; (he us'd to ſay, that a good Man 
muſt be above the Notice of foul Paper) bug 
it cou'd not but give him ſome Concern, that 
he had Reaſon to think he had loſt. fome 
of his greateſt Friends, for no Reaſon bur that, 

in Truth, deſerving to be the greater Friend: 
He faw what he had brought upon his own 
Head, by not ſubmitting to the Charge of ma- 
king a Lye: No Quarter, or Favour, from ſome 
Great Men, who had thought fit to declare 
themſelves Enemies to the Biſhop of Bangor. 
The Truth is, the Dean had before been 
expos d ro the Jealouſy and Diſpleaſure of 
ſome of his old Friends, for no Cauſe, but 
that of not running into new Meafures with 
them. He cou'd not but approve the At- 
tempt of making the Proteflant Diſſenters 
more eaſy, by Repealing a Law made to 
their Prejudice, meerly for their faithful 
Adherence to the Prateſtant Succeſſion in the 
late Reign“. The Biſhop of Cariiſie tells 
N 3 | us,

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us, that . The Repeal of the Law againſt Or- 
* cafional Conformity was then on the Anvil 


twenty of the Biſhops were ready to give their 
&« Aſent to a Bill for that Purpoſe : It manifeſt- 
« ly appear'd that the very Reverſe of this Story 
e was true.” Which the Dean was ſorry 
for; and cou'd not but own it to thoſe who 
did not like ſuch Diſcourſe. He, in like 
Manner, freely expreſs'd his great Reſpect 
for the Lord Biſhop of Bangor, on Account 
of his publick Services to this Proteſtant 
Church and Nation, and his utter Diſlike of 
the Proceedings againſt him in the Lower 


Civil Right and Property, conſiſtent with the Security of the 
Eſtabliſh'd Church, ſeems to be due to them as Exgliſb Proteſtants, 
and faithful Subjects. However, it muſt be oppos'd in the 
Name of the Church. Had the Miniſtry been more early fix d- 
and ſteady Meaſures taken, it had met with leſs Oppoſition. I 
wiſh the Biſhops had declar'd nothing 'till they had ſeen the Bill 
and kept it more in their Power of Reconciling it intirely to the 
Peace and true Intereſt of Religion, as by Law Eftabliſh'd in 
the Church of Eng/and. I doubt if it go on; ſome who were 
againſt it will find an odd Expedient for it, and rather than be 
thought to juſtify occaſional Communion, will offer more than 
the firſt Demand, even to Abrogate the Teſt Act, when all had 
been content with reſtoring To/eration to the State of the Revoly- 
tion.

and twas confidently given out, that above 
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Houſe of Con vacation. Theſe Things rendered 
him very obnoxious to thoſe, who had enter- 
tain d other Apprehenſions of Things, and 
gone into other Meaſures; and this made, 
them the more ready to catch hold of the 
Occaſion given by the Biſhop of Carliſies 
Report, to ſhew him the leſs Countenance 
and Favour. Fey 

So far did this Prejudice prevail, that the 
Dean's Enemies hop'd, and confidently re- 
ported, that it wou'd be an effectual Bar to 
his farther Advancement in the Church: But, 
beſides many others, there was one, * in high 
Favour with the King, who faithfully ſtood 
by him to the laſt, (a Prelate of great Learn- 
ing, Piety and Charity; of true Integrity» 
joyn'd with conſummate Wiſdom, and a, 
maſterly Addreſs in publick Affairs) and the 
Dean was ſo well known to others at the 
Helm, to be both an able, and a ſteady, ho- 
neſt Man, that upon the Deceaſe of Dr. Cum- 
berland, Biſhop of Peterborough, he was im- 
mediately promoted to that See. 

He was conſecrated Biſhop of Peterborough at 
Lambeth Chapel, on Sunday, Novemb. 9, 1718-

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His Friend, Dr. Edward Waddington (ſince 
the worthy Biſhop of Chicheſter) preach- 
ing the Conſecration- Sermon: In which See, 


having fat little more than ten Tears, he 
departed this Life at his Houſe in St. James's 


Street, Weſtminſter, on Thurſday, the 19th Day 
of Decemb. 1728, and was buried (according 
to the Direction of his L aſt Will) in the Ca- 
thedral Church of Peterborough; a pructical 
Sermon being preach'd at his Funeral, as he 
himſelf had alſo deſir d. 

Having, in the foregoing Apron of Biſhop 
Kennett, kept my ſelf chiefly ro Matters of 
Fact, well atteſted in Writing, I wou'd now 
conclude it with the following brief Cha- 
racter of him, naturally ariſing from the 
whole. We cannot be ſo well inform'd of 
his Actions, as we have been of his Mritings; 
becauſe theſe are publiſh'd to the World, but 
thoſe were moſt of them in his own private 
Keeping: There are, however, ſome Things 
in which he ſo much excell'd, and which 
ſo well deſerve the Notice of the World, that, 
I hope, this imperfe&t Attempt to point 
them out, will be excus'd, till ſome other Perſon 
ſhall undertake it, who is equal to ſuch a Work. 


The Cay ord Antiquary and Hiftorian, Mr. 
Anthony 
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Anthony Mood, repreſents him, even at his 


firſt Appearance in the World, as an excel- 
lent Philolegiſt, a good Preacher, whether in 
Enghſh or Latin, and well vers d in the 
Hiſtories and Antiquities of our Nation, and 
much deſerving of the Church of Exgland. 
Athena Oxon. vol. 2. p. 1131.) | 

And indeed, his vaſt Stock of Lending 
began to diſplay it ſelf very early: He was, 
betimes taken Notice of, and admir'd, as an 
extraordinary Perſon for his neee 
both human and divine. 

He was a Man of incredible Diligence and 
Application, not only in his Youth, but to 
the very laſt. The whole Diſpoſal of him- 
ſelf was to perpetual Induſtry and Service. 
His chiefeſt Recreation was Variety of Em- 
ployment; for, beſides thoſe Portions of Time 
which the Neceſſities of Nature, and of 
civil. Life, extorted from him, there was not 
a Minute of the Day which he left vacant. 

He had a noble Library, collected at a 
great Expence of Time, Pains, and Money; 
and that, not for Oſtentation, or meerly for 
the Pleaſure of poſſeſſing ſuch a Treaſure; 


for his Delight was, to be among his Books, 


and to be rendering them ſome Way or other 
uſeful to the World. Tho' 


— eee 


Tho' he was well acquainted with all other 


Parts of Learning, and took a particular 


Pleaſure in Hiſtory, yer he was not diverted 


by theſe, from acquiring a vaſt Degree of 


that kind of Knowledge, which his Profeſſi- 


on more eſpecially requir'd of him. He did 


not indeed much admire Matters of doubtful 
Diſputation, or apply himſelf to the Study of 
meer Notion and Theory; but he was an ex- 


cellent and judicious Divine ; converſant in all 


the moſt weighty and ſubſtantial Parts of 
Divinity; and wou'd ſpeak very readily and 
admirably upon any Head of that Kind, when 
Occafion requir'd. His great *Buſineſs was to 
eſtabliſh and ſecure the eſſential and moſt 
neceſſary Points of Religion; for the reſt, he 
left them to the Diſputers of this World; and 
did not envy 'em the Pleafure they ſeem'd 
to take that Way. 

His Sermons were very excellent ; ſo fram'd, 
as, at once, to improve the Mind, and affe& 
the Heart, He had a ſolid Judgment, as 
well as a lively Fancy; and Quickneſs of 
Thought,” as well as Facility of Expreſſion , 
there is ſomething in the Style and Manner, 
peculiar to himſelf, and very entertaining to 
a pious Perſon.

ject and Occaſion. In many of his Compoſi- 
tions that are 'publiſh'd, there may be diſ- 
cern'd the moſt beautiful Turns of Expreſſion, 
and great r Clearneſs, and Propri- 
ety in all. 

His Sermons were delivered with a be- 
coming Fervor, and enliven'd with proper 
Geſtures, and the juſt Decorum of Behavi- 
our; whereby he exceedingly engag'd the 
Attention, and affected the Hearts of his 
Hearers. Indeed, all his publick Miniſtra- 
tions, were perform'd with remarkable Seri- 
ouſneſs, Reverence, and Solemnity. 

He was a truly paſtoral Man *, had a great 
Senſe of the Worth of Souls, and was very

nothing more = in the Succeſs of his La- 
bours. 

Wie may form the beſt Idea of bim in his 
Epi iſcopal Character, from his own Sermon on 
the Office and. good Work of a Biſhop, and the 
Introduction to the Advices he delivered to his 
_ Clergy at his primary Vifitation: He himſelf 
was, in all Reſpe&s, ſuch as he deſcribes the 
truly Chriſtian Biſhop to be, in the one; and 
fully anſwer d the Expectations he had raisd 
of himſelf, in the other. He well knew his 
Duty, and faithfully perform'd it. And his 
Clergy were ſo ſenſible of their Loſs in his 
Death, that he was greatly lamented by 
them. 

What his Behaviour was, as an Engliſhman, 
a Proteſtant in general, and a Member of 
this Reform'd Church of England in particu- 
lar, need not be mention'd : Ir is abundant- 
ly evident from every Part of the foregoing 


Memoirs. 
He 
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He was a truly pious and religious Man; 
not only regular and devout in the Worſhip 
af God, in private and publick, but conſtant- 
ly acknowledging God in all his Ways; owning 
his Power and Providence in the daily Oc- 
currences of Life; and referring all Things 
to his Diſpoſal. It was not uncommon with 
him both to deſire the Prayers of his pious 
Friends, upon any great providential Occaſi- 
on, and affectionately to recommend them 
to the divine Favour and Bleſſing. 

Next to his Piety towards God, his friend- 
ly and charitable Temper ought to be men- 
tion'd ; as that, for which we ſhall be moſt 
ſenſible of our Loſs in his Death. His Dil- 
paſition was eaſy and gentle; his Behaviour 
affable and courteous. He was acceſſible, and 
communicative; a true Friend, as well as 
an admirable Pattern, to the younger Clergy ; 
always ready to direct them in their Studies; 
to aſſiſt them in any Affair they were con- 
cern'd in; to help them to Cures and Em- 
ployments, and ſollicit for their better Sta- 
tion in the Church. A ſober Clergyman, or 
Scholar, was always welcome to his Study, 


and ſure of his Countenance and Encourage- 


ment. 


His 
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His good Will and Charity to Mankind in 
r was conſpicuous in the indefatigable 
Labours he ſuſtain d to promote the Intereſt 
of Religion and Learning, and every good 
+ Defign. Far from engroſſing any Sort of 
Knowledge to bimſelf, he was exceedingly 
free and communicative and improving, to 
all he convers'd with, or that, far or near, 
deſir d his Aſſiſtance and Advice. 
In Works of Mercy, and Charity, he took 
a peculiar Pleaſure; and did as zealouſly pro- 
more them, as if he had reliev'd himſelf by 
aſſiſting the Poor. He was very liberal, and 
even bountiful to ſome of his Relations, whoſe 
meaner Circumſtances requir'd his Help “. 
He not only occaſionally reliev'd thoſe he 
thought worthy of it, but conſtantly diſtribu- 
ted at every Chriſtmas, a conſiderable Dole in 
Meat, Bread, Candles, Money, to the poorer 
Sort of Houſe-keepers in his Pariſh. He had 
a great Influence on ſome other charitable 
Perſons, ro Direct, rather than to Diſpoſe, 


Very large Sums of Money were diſpos'd of, by the Bi- 
ſhop this Way ; as a Clergyman has declar'd, through whoſe 
Hands it came for that Purpoſe,

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their Charity *. In the moſt literal Senſe, he 
conſider d the Poor and Needy ; for he was e- 
ver projecting and ſolliciting for their Relief 
and Support. As he was well eſteem'd by 
the Magiſtracy of the City, and call'd oftner

dying, he left a Token of Remembrance to the Dean ; who 
was ſoon after bleſs'd with an Opportunity of promoting ano- 
ther Charity. A wealthy and well-diſpos'd Merchant, Mr. 
Arundel, returning from Leghorn, and lying long at Londen 
and the Bath, in a weak Condition, did, by his laſt Will, be- 
queath many charitable Legacies, and among others 500 J. to be 
diſpoſed among poor Widows, c. at the Diſcretion, and by the 
Diſtribution of Dr. White Kennett, and his Brother, Mr. 
Baſil Kennett. Which Sum was duly paid by the Executor, 
and faithfully diſtributed by the faid Truſtees in ſeveral Porti- 
ons, at ſeveral Times: Tho' upon this Occaſion, the Applica- 
tions and Importunities were ſo very preſſing and interrupting, 
and poor People ſo full of Envyings and Murmurs, that the 
Dean was often heard to complain of the hard Office; and to 
obſerve, that even a Lord Almoner is not to be envied, till 
he can ſatisfy all Perſons, and Anfiver all Requeſts. 
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ſccuted and afflicted; and the Brethren and 
Strangers, whoſe Bowels he caus'd to be re- 


freſbed, will bear Witneſs of his Charity before 


the Church, 

I ſhall only add, that He was a Man of 
great Probity, Courage, and Reſolution, in the 
Diſcharge of his Duty. He liv'd (eſpecially 
ſince the Revolution) in Times of great Trial 
and Diſcrimation; and in all of them, he 
approv'd his ſteady, inflexible, and fearleſs 
Temper. The Frowns of great Men in 
Power, cou'd no more awe him, than popu- 
lar Clamours cou'd ſhake his Stedfaſtneſs. 
However he might be otherwiſe repreſented 
by ſome, I cannot but think he was too plain 
2 Man for the preſent Mode; which made 
him once ſay to a Friend, that he ſhould ne- 
ver make a good Court Biſhop. He was diſ- 
pos'd rather to ſerve great Men, than to court 
them ; and perhaps he did not ſpeed the bet- 
ter for that Humour, 

He knew before-hand the Price of doing 
his Duty; how many factious and ill Men he 
muſt diſpleaſe, what Cenſures and Abuſes he 
muſt endure, and what Hazards he muſt 


run. He was long an Oppoſer of the de- 
ſtructive Principles and Practices, of the E- 
O nemies 
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nemies of our happy Conſtitution in Church 
and State: And, in return, the Rage and bit- 


ter Zeal of the whole Party appear'd, in 
various Forms, againſt him. But none of 


theſe Things mov'd him. He thought it worth 
his while to ſuffer all this for God's Glory, 


the publick Good, and the true Intereſt of 
our Church and Nation. He ftill held faſt 
his Integrity; and had the chriſtian Courage 


in this Cauſe, and the Defence of it, to fear 


no Man. 

A Man of this Temper, with all his other 
excellent Qualifications, could not fail of 
being of great Uſe to the World. If he did 
not do all the Good that might be expected, 
the Fault was not his. Many Difficulties and 
Embarraſments he met with: Not only the 
conſtant Oppoſition of bad Men, but the 
Jealouſy and Emulation of ſome good Men; 
(for they are but Men) and perhaps his Zeal 
againſt what he thought wrong, might un- 
warily engage him in Meaſures (in ſome one 
Inſtance) apt to raiſe Prejudices among thoſe 
who were very ready to receive them. But 
in the main Parts of his Life, he was viſibly 
inſpir'd both with Boldneſs and fervent Zeal 
to promote the great Ends of Religion and 

Virtue, 
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Vartue, Order and Decency, and every good 
Work, and with great Viſdom, and Prudence, 
in the Proſecution of them ; and generally 
ſaw happy Effects of his inceſſant Labours 
and Endeavours.

About the Middle of July, 1727, the 
Dean went with his Son-in-Law, Captain 
Howe, to dine with the Biſhop of Lincoln 
at Buckden, After Dinner, the Biſhop told 
him, he cou'd not invite him to ſtay, be- 
cauſe he expected the Biſhop of Carliſſe 
there that Evening.
